Waves are not sent 
lout of this country, and they re- 
lease men who are now doing 
shore duty. Standards are very 
high, and parents may be assur- 
ed that their daughters will be 
under the most rigid supervision. 
Opportunities for the girls are 
many and varied, and the remun- 
eration, which includes food, smart 
uniforms and salary, is equal to 
any good civilian position. In ad- 
dition, the girls may be educated 
in lines which will be of much ad- 
vantage in their careers after the 
war. There are courses in radio, 
commissary work, office work, de- 
coding, as well as in mechanical 
training. 
The aim of this drive is to re- 
cruit 1000 Waves to release 1000 
men from shore duty, Mrs. Wick- 
strom said, and the quota set for 
the Upland, Ontario and Pomona 
district is 25 or more a month. 
She is hoping that Upland young 
women will realize the wonder- 
ful opportunities offered, and that 
many of them will register for 
this service.

On the theory that rehabilita- 
tion of men comes within them- 
selves, inmates at the California 
: Institution for Men at Chino are 
"= given every possible privilege of 
; self-development, Kenyon Scud- 
der, superintendent, said in speak- 
ing at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club ‘at noon yesterday. 

Along with his interesting verb- 
al explanation of the vast pro- 
gram, Mr. Scudder presented pic- 
tures showing the men at work 
and at play. 

Even at the actual beginning 
of rehabilitating men, the first 24 
selected from San Quentin were 
transported on a bus without 
guard to the Chino institution, he 
said. One guard tower at the in- 
stitution is manned—that by the 
inmates themselves, who serve as 
airplane observers and who main- 
tain the post 24 hours a day, just 
the same as all civilian posts. 

Immediately after Pearl Har- 
bor, the inmates became eager to 
do their part in war work and de- 
fense. Since then, 60 of the grad- 
uates have entered the armed 
forces and more than 125 have 
been employed by one shipbuilding 
concern. f 

National defense classes are of- 
fered and the inmates take 
courses four hours a day after do-

In recognition of the meritor- 
ious service of her husband, the 
late Arthur Manlove, and for his 
heroic deeds at Pearl Harbor, Mrs. 
Manlove is in receipt today of the 
Purple Heart and of an invitation 
to christen the “U. S. S. Man- 
love” at Mare Island Aug. 14. 

Chief Warrant Officer Manlove 
was reported “missing in action” 
immediately after Pearl Harbor, 
he having just arrived at Hono- 
lulu a few weeks before the Jap 
attack. 

In a telegram today from navy 
officials, Mrs. Manlove was asked 
to be sponsor for the U. S. S. 
Manlove, which has been named 
in honor of her husband. She is 
making plans to go north for the 
christening ceremonies. 

NEWCOMERS HERE 

Mrs. Manlove and three sons 
came to Upland a short time ago 
from Long Beach, having purchas- | 
ed the residence at 323 North Euc- 
Sage. 
The youngest of the sons, Arthur 
Cleon Manlove, Jr., was born two 
months after Pearl Harbor. Thom- 
as, eldest of the boys, is 13 years 





Mr. Manlove had been in the 
navy 20 years and was chief war- 
rant officer when he was reported 
missing. 

“I can never give up the thought 
that he will not be found and re- 
ported safe somewhere,” the 
widow said this morning, as she 
hugged the baby. ‘He is just the 
image of his father.” And the} 
blond-headed, dark-eyed chubby 
lad smiled his cutest. 

TRAVEL MANY PLACES 

Mrs. Manlove and the family 
have traveled wherever assign- 
ments took the distinguished navy 
officer. It so happened they were 
in China when the Japs made the 
first attack there. After being 
there for two years, Mrs. Manlove 
and two sons were evacuated in 


Later the family was united and 
for several years they resided at 
Bathe, Maine. While in Maine, 
Mrs. Manlove was honored in be- 
ing asked to christen the mine- 
sweeper “Skimmer” on June 7, 
1941. 

Six months to the day later,

TENANTS TO PAY 
SCALE DEPENDING 
ON SIZE OF HOUSE 


Rents to be charged tenants of 
the Upland Housing Authority om 
the Campus avenue project were _ 
adopted yesterday by the locak 
housing commission, the charge# 
varying from $31 to $46 a month. 

The one bedroom houses wilk 
rent for $31, this to include ali 
utilities. Charges for the other 
houses follow: 

Two bedrooms, $36; three bed- 
rooms, $41, and four bedroomm, | 
$6. 

Sixty-two of the dwellings have 





| two bedrooms, 26 are of the three 


bedroom size, and four houses 
have four bedrooms, with eight 
having only one bedroom. 

Each unit will have a range, 
refrigerator and heating stove. 
Light, water and gas for cooking 
and oil for the heating stove wilt 
be the utilitiés included in the rent_ 
price. 

With the adoption of the rent 
schedule, the local authority wilE 
begin accepting reservations fer 
the dwellings. Persons engaged 
in the war industry will be elig- 
ible to occupy the houses. 

No date has been set for the 
possible completion of the houses, 
although one official forecast te- 
day that the first dwellings might 
be ready for occupancy within @ 
month. The structures will be 
made available to the war work- 
ers just as soon as they are ready 
and the final completion of the 
100-unit project will come next 
month or later, it is reported. 

Landscaping around the houses 
and over the project as a whole 
in accordance with a beautifica- 
tion plan will be included in the 
construction program. Occupying 
a central spot on the site is the 
community building, which will be 
the only frame structure. The 
houses are constructed of brick. 
The community building will he 
available to occupants of the 
houses as a recreational | _ centex.

Too Many People and Too Many Agencies 
May Be Cause of Food Shortages 


Drastic meat shortages, even when there are more cattle 
on the range than at any other time in history; prices that 
are climbing toward the stratosphere; the row in Congress 
over the government’s rollback-subsidy program, and the 
resignation of War Food Administrator Chester Davis—all 
of these signs point to the seriousness on the food front. 

We have no way of knowing how the problem will be 
met, but we do know that it must be met, quickly and cour- 
ageously, if we are to avoid losing more ground on the home 
front than our troops have gained in heroie fighting. Even 
to the layman some facts have become very clear. 

There are too many men who know nothing about food 
problems telling food producers, processors, wholesalers and 
retailers what to do and how to do it. There are many con- 
flicting agencies, all trying to deal with the problem and 
centralized authority is lacking. War plant wages in many 
instances have been allowed to sky-rocket until all other 
consumers, with normal wage scales, are out-bid in retail 
markets for the limited food supply available. And _ too 
many attempts are being made to reform the nation’s mer- 
ehandising methods by those whose main objective should 
be to see that we have bountiful production and fair distri- 
bution. 

If the American people can see these glaring defects, 
then Wiashington should be made to see them—and to act to 


correct them.

USED TIRE QUOTA 


WILL BE REDUCED 





Fewer “A-book” motorists will 
be eligible for used and recapped 
tires, because of a temporary 
shortage in supplies of these cas- 
ings in serviceable condition, was 
announced today by the OPA, 

The step was taken on inform- 
ation from Rubber Director Wil- 
liam M. Jeffers that he will have 
to reduce for a time the rationing 
allotment of used and recapped 
tires. The July allotment, he told 
OPA, will be about 500,000, as 
compared with 800,000 in June. 

Probably for a period of 90 days 
while supplies of used, tire car- 
casses are being put into service- 
able condition, the eligibility of 
in Southern California 










or less a month will be determin-. 
ed by these standards— 

1. The applicant must show 
that although he has only an “A” 
book, he uses his car for occupa- 
tional purposes. 

2. He must meet certain other 
tests, including formation of a 
ride-sharing club where possible, 
or show lack of adequate trans- 
portation. 

Formerly any A-book holder 
was eligible for used and recap- 
ped tires.
